Hid Secret Peace Parley 
with Austria.

"PARIS, Jan. 23.— Why was the 
United States told nothing of the Aus- 
trian pourpariers for peace during the 
first half of 1917, after President Wil- 
a “state of war” existed with Ger- 
many? American diplomats are ask- 
ing the question today, following the 
sensational revelations made by Jean 
de Pierrefou in the magazine “ Opin- 
ion.” 

M. de Pierrefou recounts chronolog- 
ically the communications exchanged 
between Hmperor Charles of Austria- 
Hungary and France and Great Britain 
through the intermediary of Prince 
Sixtus de Bourbon, brother of Em- 
press Zita. of Austria. 

i ‘Began in March 1917. 

These negotiations began early in 
March, 1917, after the United States 
had broken off diplomatic relations 
with Germany, and when it was a fore- 
gone conclusion that America would 
go to war against the Teutons. They 
continued until May 9, although the 


United States entered the world war 


on April 6. 
— the United States lialy was 
‘kept in ignorance of the offer of Aus- 


peace, beéause the French and British 
diplomats feared that the government 
at Rome would not be satisfied with 
what Emperor Charles had offered as 
‘@ realization of Italian ambitions. 
Prince Meets Poincare. 
On March 5 Prince Sixtus was re- Nn 
céived by President Poincare in Paris. 
He outlined his plan of trying to get a 
concrete offer of peace from his broth- 
-eor-in-law, the emperor of Austria, fol- 
lowing the death of old Franz Josef. 
Prince Sixtus received special diplo- 
matic passports to Switzerland, where 
he saw hie mother, who told him that 
Emperor Charles wished to make 


peace, 
In conversations with his mother, 
Prince Sixtus laid down the following 
broad principles of peace, which he 
knew the allied powers would insist 
upon: Alsace-Lorraine to the old 1814 


to the Belgian state; restitution of 
Serbia and the handing over of Alba- 
nia to the Serbs; and, gnally, giving 
the Russians Constantinople. 
Refused Break with U. 8. 
On Feb. 21, Charles I. sent certain 
communications to his brother-in-law 
setting forth how he had refused to 
follow the directions of the kaiser and 
‘to break off diplomatic relations with 
the United States.
